privy cou ncil at 4 o clock. 
W ith this ceremony 
and

forty-flfth year the second son bojn 
to King Edward VII and Qu een Alex­ 
andra becomes the 
ru ler 
of 
the 
u nited kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and of the British dominions 
beyond the seas, king, defender of 
ihe fi^th jand emperor of India. 
The cou nctf m et'to the throne room 
at St. Jam es palace, u nder the presi­ 
dency of Uie Earl of Crewe, who offi­ 
ciated in the idmence 
of 
Viscou nt 
W olverham ^oii, the lord president of 
the cou ncil. 
The new monarch was 
given the title of^ King. George V. 
The king, who had 
driven 
over 
from Marlborou gh hou se; waited in a 
room adjoining the cou ncil chamber 
while the lengthy formalities leading 
u p to the actu al proclamation were 
proceeding. 
The meeting of the privy cou ncil 
was a brilliant fu nction. 
The king 
wore the u niform of an admiral and 
was su rrou nded by a large gathering 
of cou ncillors, all in levee dress and 
wearing the ribbons of their orders.

CURING A SUNBURN. 


Oil, to Which Mo«t People 
Reeort, 
Not the Thing to Uee, Says a 
Doctor. 
Moat p eop le eeem to believe that 
oil will give relief in cases of sun­ 
burn which are severe enough to need 
treatment. 
"It Is certainly high time,” a doc­ 
tor said the other day, "that p ersons 
suffering Trom sunourn should know 
that it is not going to do them any 
good to cover thewselves with oil of 
any kind. What is needed is a cool­ 
ing astriagent. 
"An ap p lication of oil in any form 
will only“ serve to make the sunburn 
worse, yet in nine cgies out of ten it 
will be oil m some form that a suf­ 
ferer will ap p ly. 
Where greasy ap ­ 
p lications will cauf-e the irritation of 
sunburn to 
continue, a cooling, as­ 
tringent ap p lied on a comp ress will 
soothe almost immediately.” 
The sun has thi« year been blamed 
for other evils than sunburns. There 
has been an imp ression that the ac­ 
tinic rays have been more p owerful 
than usual and that they have caused 
much eye trouble, the sufioi ers being 
p rinclp aLy p ersons who wear glasses. 
"There has been no increase in the 
sale Of our colored glasses,” said an 
op tician In town, asked about 
the 
maktter, "in sp ite of the talk about the 
actiitic rays this summer. There has 
not been a summer in recent years 
Without some story about the actinic 
rayk and their bad cgnsequcnces. 
At one time p eop le were wearing 
yellow glasses to counteract 
their 
effect; one oculist gave^ his p atients 
amethyst g ^ s e s , and at another time 
the only kind of glasses that 
did 
any good were said to be violet glass­ 
es. But the p eop le who kep t on w ear­ 
ing their ordinary glasses seemed to 
have 
just as comfortable eyes 
as

He had as many 
as 15,000 customers in all rank s of 
society . 
When applied to he would 
readily , and without exacting a fee, 
cast the horoscope of the applicant. 
If more was wanted, the price was

ne less complete, 15 francs for a per­ 
iod of fifteen y ears, 10 francs for ten 
y ears, 5 francs for five y ears, etc. 
Those who encouraged the alleged 
astrologer actually proposed a sort 
o association of his followers, to be 
called the “Universal Fraternal and 
Spiritualists Union,” with the object 
of buy ing him a house, to cost about 
16,000, to be built somewhere in the 
country , preferably on a high spot, 
and with a nice

it. 
Much of the money , it seems, had al­ 
ready been subscribed, when the com­ 
plaint came along to interfere with 
the scheme. 
In passing, it may be said that the 
trace of an astrologer or fortune-teller 
is not one of the legally recognized

To Remove Mildew. 
During the not summer months, 
damp articles are liable to mildew. 
There are two kinds of mildew, red 
and black. 
What causes the red is 
not known, unless it Is a chemical 
change, caused by the material. It is 
the most difficult stain to remove, but 
many obstinate marks have been re­ 
moved by applying salts of lemon. Wet 
salts of tartar with water, rub it on 
the mildew and expose the cloth to the 
sunlight. Repeat the process until the 
mark fades. If you find articles are 
becoming blemished by being in damp 
closets, place a plate of quicklime ir 
the closet and another In the room 
It quickly absorbs all moisture and, 
what is more, it purifies the atmos 
phere. 


Baked Tomatoes. 
Six even-slxed tomatoes, four table- 
spoonfuls of bread crumbs, two table- 
spoonfuls of grated cheese, three large 
chopped mushrooms, o ne 
teaapoon- 
ful of chopp^ parsely, one tiUilespooB- 
ful of butter, seasoning of salf and 
pepper. 
Cut the tomatoes in half crossways, 
scoop out some of the puip and mix 
with the bread crumbs, cheese, mush­ 
rooms, parsely and butter. 
Fill the tomatoes with this mixture, 
place on a buttreed baking tin. season 
with salt and pepper and bake in a 
moderate oven frof fifteen to twenty 
minutes.

To Choose Good t-ish. 
Staleness in fish is not easily de­ 
tected when the fish has been kept on 
ice; but its apparently fresh condi­ 
tion rapidly changes when once re­ 
moved from the ice. 
Mackerel and fresn herring are un­ 
fit for use unless quite fresn; the flesh 
should be plump and firm; the gills 
red and the eyes bright and promi­ 
nent. The flesh of flounders and other 
flat fish should be firm and white. 
Fish is best when cheap and plen­ 
tiful, for when scarce and dear it is 
usually out of season. 
Salmon in prime condition is firm 
and plump and of a bright reddish 
pink color. It should be well covered 
with very bright scales and it shoulc 
be chosen for its small head anfl tai 
and thick shoulders. 
Cod when fine has a small head 
thick indented shoulders and a smal 
weather, but should be cooked before 
not sunken and the flesh firm, 
may be kept for a day or two in coo 
weather, but should be cooked bofore 
the flesh looses its firmness. 
Halibut should be of middling size 
thick and of a ere:.my white color. It 
is a wholesome flsn.

Vaiuo o f Old Sheets. 
Few housekeepers know the value 
of old sheets. 
First, there are very 
few 
housekeepers ignorant of 
the 
fact that If the sides are sewed to­ 
gether and the sheets cut through the 
center it will b e given a new lease 
of life. Twilled sheets, b y reason of 
their softness, comb ined with tb eir 
sub stantial weave, make 
ex cellent 
polishing cloths and good undercov­ 
ers for ironing b oards. 
Old cotton sheets make good b ags 
for inclosing gowns and coats In the 
wardrob e, one large sheet » b eing suf­ 
ficient for 
two wardrob e b ags. 
An 
old sheet will cut up into 
several 
slips for use on the pillows over the 
ticking. Another plan is to take the 
b est parts for making sheets for cots 
and crib s, where there are children, 
reserving the very thin portions for 
use as dusters. 
A large apron for covering 
the 
skirt to b e used for b edmaking cac 
b e made from half a discarded sheet. 
Very soft oM sheets may b e cut 
in pieces 40 b y 20 and devoted 
to 
b ab y’s wear. 
» 
In the sickroom there is no end to 
the possib ilities of an old sneet. One- 
half laid across the b ed under the pa­ 
tient 
will serve as a draw 
sheet. 
Small pieces may b e sub stituted for 
a handkerchief and then b urned. In 
infectious cases an old sheet may b e 
dipped in a disinfectant and hung out­ 
side the door of a sickroor,:. 
On sweeping days there is a need 
for old sheets for covering the furni­ 
ture. As linen wears well and keeps 
its color to the last thread, many 
very pretty pieces of decorative work 
may b e evolved from it. 
An ^ob long 
piece, hemstitched all the way around, 
then emb roidered will make a cover 
for b ab y's carriage. 
Small 
squares 
set together with insertion and lace 
wdll make a dressing tab le cover.
